SAC Opinion Is 
Not Reliable As 
Nation Views

Approximately eighty-one 
hours from the: time El Don is 
distributed, America will be at 
the task of electing the thirty- 
seventh President of the United. 
States. 

This is not an easy chore and 
it is even harder to predict. 
America is in the most perplex- 
ing position it has faced for 
luany years. 

Whether it is for the best or 
not, George Wallace’s candidacy 
has brought about the end of the 
two-party system. Perhaps three 
pariies will be more representa- 
tive of the people of this coun- 
try. No less, the third party 
movement of George Wallace has 
come before American politics 
was ready for it. 

Should the election be cast 
into the House of Representa- 
tives, the present system of elect- 
ing a president is not adequate 
and will only confuse an already 
tangled issue. 

During the Santa Ana College 
mock vote this could not have 
happened. Because the mood of 
SAC is based heavily on the Re- 
publican Party, the majority of 
students favor Richard Nixon 
over his two opponents George 
Wallace and Hubert Humphrey. 

Even the student polls which 
El Don has conducted, have 
unanimously been in favor of 
electing Richard Nixon for 
President. 

Certainly the basis of the out- 
come of the national election 
cannot be accurately predicted 
from the results of any poll or 
election which takes place on this 
campus. 

With the draft bearing down 
on the majority of America’s 
young men, many ave relieved to 
find that both Nixcn and Hum- 
phrey have made stutements con- 
cerning the abolition of the draft 
after the Vietnam War is set- 
tled. 

The question of disorders and 
student rights seems to be one 
of the important issues concern- 
ing students in this election. This 
is an issue that has not been ex- 
pounded on sufficiently by any 
of the candidates and the results 
may only be foretold in the 
months following the inaugura- 
ration of our next president, who- 
ever he may be.

i gram, and if there aren’t, then 
if SAC should take the credit for 
i leading the way. 

The idea involved in providing 
remuneration to the President is 
a sound one. The salary should 
amount to the same figure the 
President would make at a part- 
time job — for indeed the Presi- 
dency is at least a part-time job. 

In the final analysis the exis- 
tence of an effective student 
government depends almost en- 
tirely on the Student Body 
President. The Judicial Branch 
remains almost totally inactive; 
the Legislative Branch creates 
laws; but it is the Executive 
Branch that is charged with the 
responsibility to carry their reg- 
ulations out. 

To carry out the Executive 
duties, the President has a cabi- 
net. If the cabinet posts were all 
filled with efficient officers, the 
load of the President would be 
immensely lightened. But the 
fact is that the majority of the 
posts are not filled at all. 

As a matter of fact, I believe

that Young still has filled only 
one-third of his cabinet posts 
(contrary to his glorious cam- 
paign promises) and the semes- 
ter is half over! This means that 
the President is held responsible 
for the functioning of student 
government as well as executing 
any new laws. 


It may be argued that some 
Presidents do a poor job and do 
not spend enough time on the 
office. This is completely possible 
for two very reasons: First, the 
President simply may not have 
the proper time — most of us 
feel we are now overloaded by 
working part-time, carrying 15 
units and trying to maintain a 
decent social life, without the re- 
sponsibility of cordinating the 
operation of a 7,000 member 
organization! Secondly, the Presi- 
dent may actually be incompetent 
simply because the more compe- 
tent potential candidates can’t 
afford to give up a part or full- 
time job to serve the student 
body. 

Therefore I do not believe it 
is too much to ask, both in the 
interests of fairness to the Stu- 
dent Body President, and in fair- 
ness to the students (in order 
to see that they are effectively 
represented) that the President 
be awarded for his efforts. 

After all, the position of 
ASSAG President should be one 
that is envied, not one that is 
shied away from because of it’s 
crippling demands.

Stickers

An impartial investigation into 
the nature and usage of bumper 
stickers has recently been com- 
pleted. Because of its ideal loca- 
tion and other factors, Santa Ana 
College was chosen as the site 
of the investigation. 

The most modern, up-to-date 
methods and equipment known to 
science were employed in this 
attempt to answer a question that 
has been baffling man for many 
years. 

Equipment consisted of: (A) 
an investigator — who must have 
had previous training in this area

FOR PRESIDENT”. 

It was interesting to note that 
some of the.more popular stick- 
ers were not in evidence at Santa 
Ana College. Such as: “HELP 
SAVE WATER SHOWER 
WIITH A FRIEND”, “ATTEN- 
TION CAR THIEVES! THIS 
CAR IS ALREADY STOLEN”, 
“BUMPER STICKER”, “DRAFT 
BEER — NOT STUDENTS”, 
“HELP SEND A GIRL TO 
BOYSTOWN”, “I’M NUMBER 
38 — I DON’T TRY AT ALL”, 
and “THIS CAR IS UNSAFE — 
SAY 9 OUT 10 MOTHERS!” 

The only comment made by 
the investigator upon completion 
of the investigation of Santa Ana 
College bumper stickers?

SAC Poll 
Tells All 


As election day draws nearer, 
opinion becomes clearer. At 
least, this is the case at Santa 
Ana College. Two weeks ago, 
when SAC students were asked 
which of the three major candi- 
dates would get their vote, they 
responded with one of the three 
names or a noncommittal “Un- 
decided” and that was that. This 
week, however, they were much 
more vociferous in their support 
or rejection of the candidates. 

Samplings of opinion at SAC 
are in total disagreement with 
those of the national pollsters. 
While the nation-wide polls show 
Hubert Humphrey gaining in 
popularity for the United States 
Presidency, the poll conducted 
at SAC would indicate that Rich- 
ard Nixon is not only taking the 
undecided vote, but is even more 
favored than he was in the poll 
taken two weeks ago. 

The results of this poll were: 
out of 872 students asked, 246 
for Nixon, 883 for Humphrey, 
12 for Wallace, 36 undecided, 
and 45 for someone other than 
one of the three major candi- 
dates, 

One free-thinking individual 
spent approximately five min- 

- utes expounding upon the virtues 
of George Wallace. Another felt 
that Pat Paulsen was as honest 
in his appraisal of the problems 
that beset this nation as any of 
the candidates, therefore, he 
would get her vote. 

Next weeks opinion poll ques- 
tion will concern students feel- 
ings on capital punishment.
